Both house* of the Gensral Assembly
got down to work In earnest yesterday,
there bemg a large attendance of thi
membership of both bodies. The Govtr.
nor sent to the House of Delegates his
first veto of tbv» session, It being on

Honae bill to require the commissioners
.of the revenue to assess sll duly regis¬
tered voter* with the State capitation
or poll tax. The Governor'* objection to

th* bill I* that the title should also be
amended. He clearly »tateB the defects
of the amended bill, end returns It with
his disapproval.
The Senate took up the Important

measure* on the calendar designed to
carry the Con»titutlon Into effect and
encountered smooth sailing until the hill
re-enacting the election laws of the Btito
was reached. Thereupon Mr. Revercomb.
a. Republican, made a successful flsht
for open sessions of the electoral board.
We sought to secure minority represen¬
tation In the selection of Judge* ami
clerks of election, but failed, though n
number of Democrats voted with him.
Judge W. I. Clopton, of Manchester,

wa» elected Judge of the Corporation
Court of that city.
In the House a number ot bills on

the calendar were taken up and passed,
and several Interesting measuma Intro¬
duced, One of these was a bill offered
by Mr. Jordan. designed to carry Into
effect the recommendations In tho re¬

port of the Joint Committee on Oyster
legislation, and providing for breaking
the Baylor geodetic survey and leasing
depleted oyster (rock. The bill waa re-

retried..
Mr. Gardner, of Henrico, offered two

bill* of great local interest.or.-s to au¬

thorise the board of supervisor* of Hen¬
rico to levy an additional capitation tax
fOr school purpose*, and the other for
the Imp* of bonds to the amount of
WoJW) Hy Breokland District, to build
a school-bouse.
Mr. Leake, of Goochland, offered a bill

to Increase the remuneration of mem¬

ber* of the General Assembly to W per
day, Instead of *4. as now.

The Senate.
Yesterday's session of the Senate was

the best attended and most Interesting
of the present gathering of the Gen¬
eral Assembly. There war* twenty-elght
Senator* In their seats, as follow*-
Messrs. Anderson, Barksdala. Bruce. Bry¬
ant, Byara. Campbell. Chapman. Crom¬
well, Donohoe, Ford. Garrett.. Gold, Gun-
ter, Hutcheson. Keeiell. I.upton. Mann,
Masale. Moon, Ople, Revercomb, Sale.
Bears, Shackelford. Tyler. "Walker, Wal¬
lace and Wlcke*uw^Aaalbf^|rat tlni*
for many .m&iW**rott TMr." 'Hutcheson
had been present, his health having been
poor for a Ions' time. Messrs. Garrett.
Lupton. Keesell. Byars and Tyler were

among the n*w arrivals.
The body sat for nearly three hours

snd made more progress than It has made
at any seselon thus far, passing a num¬
ber of Senate bill* on the calendar, In¬
cluding one very Important one relating
to election*.
The session waa opened with prayer by

th* Rev. John Moncure, after whloh the
body soon got down to work.
The Senate bill to amend the charter

»f the city of Richmond *o as to per¬
mit fire and police commissioners, coun¬
cilman, aldermen and magistrate* to
rerve out the torms for which they ware

chosen, even though the ward boundarlos
should be changed before euch terms
expire.
Th* Senate trvan proceeded to the con-

tidsretlon of the special order for noon,
the consideration: of the Senate bills
from No*. S5J to VH, inclusive, these
measures being on their passage. The
conslderatton of one of tbem precipitated
th* liveliest debate of the session. Klve
of thoso bills were passed- All these
bills related to the elections and tho
franchise, belnr designed to carry out
the provisions of the State Constitution,
Matters proceeded smoothly enough

until No. 808 was reached. This Is
entitled a bill to amend ond re-enact
chapter 10 of the Code of Virginia, In
reference to general and speclnl elec¬
tions; when and where to be bold; regu¬
lations for their conduct and govern,
ment, etc.

Open Electoral Board.
Mr. Bovercomb, Republican, of Alle¬

ghany, opened the proceedings with an
amendment, providing that all meetings
of the electoral boards shall he open to
all persons at all times. Ho spoke briefly
In behalf of the bill, statlng^that If the
majority were In earnest In their desire
to secure honesty In elections, this was
an opportunity to demonstrate the fact,
The amendment was offered In the In¬
terest of fairness, and could work no
hardship to any one. The question wns
on the adoption of the amendment, and
It was adopted by a safe majority,
Encouraged by his «uocess, Mr, Rover,

comb then proposed another amend¬
ment, which provided that In choosing
Judges of election, one Judge represent¬
ing the party receiving tho next highest
number of votes at the last preceding
general election shall ba chosen-
This amendment developed unexpected

strength among the Democratic mem¬
bers, and provoked one of the most spir,
Ited contest* of the session. Mr. Rover,
comb advocated his amendment a* In
the interest of falrne** and honesty in
flections, and called upon the majority
to prove their profewlons by supporting
the' amendment.
Mr. Barksdale, of Halifax.' made *

breezy speech, in the course. of which
ha ohldea the Republicans for prating
of honesty when they had stolsn every,
thing, from s postage stamp to an Isth¬
mus. Nevertheless, Mr. Barksdale and
a number of other Democrat* were will,
in* to concede the Republicans the judge
asked for, and voted for the amend,
ment,

Amendment Beaten.
Mr- Wlckham. with characteristic earn-

estneis, and with hie usual dramatic
force, oppo**4 the amendment. Mr, By,
aT», a Democrat from the SBithwest,
wh*re the Republican* have recently de¬
veloped great strength, also supported
the amendment.

The House.
The House was called to order at 11

o'clock by Speaker Ryan, and there was
no prayer.

Governor's Veto.
The following veto message wa» re-

celved from His Excellency, the Governor,
and read by the clerk:

November 17, 1903,
To the House of Delegates:

I return without approval House Bill
No, 373, as amended by the Senate, en¬
titled a bill "To require the commission¬
ers of the revenue to assess all duly regis¬
tered voters with the State poll or capi¬
tation tax, and to require th« treasurers
of .counties and cities to receive the State
poll or capitation tax of any person who
Is assessable therewith', although he ha*
not been assessed therewith by the com¬
missioner of the revenue."

Section a of the original aot, In con¬
formity with this title, authorise* any
person assessable with a poll tag to pay
the same to the treasurer of the counts" or
city, taking a reoelpt therefor from *u«h
¦off clajl. The comrolssloner of "revenue
need not assess this tax, but it* asses*,
roent and collection are entirely between
the treasurer and such person.
The Senate attempted to amend this

section by withholding from the treas¬
urer the authority to collect the tax un-
lee* the same had been theretofore as¬
sessed by the commissioner of revenue.
The amendment to this effect is pnln and
would seem to accomplish the deBlred end
were it substituted wholly In place of se>
t'on 3 Instead of an addendum to its fifth
line; for It* Is evident that the Senate
amendment was Intended as a substi¬
tute for the whole section, or that the
word "assessable" in the third end fifth
lines should have been amended to read
"assessed-"
The object of the Senate amendment I*

based upon sound experience and expe¬
diency, »nd It* evident purpose is to
jruard the publlo welfare by making the
commissoner of revenue and tietsurer a
check one upon the other. For -unless
there be a precedent a*»ee*ment by th*
comralsslonej of revenue there 1* no ohsok

upon the treasurer. And it seems most
unwise, a« well ns unjust to the people,
to deny them the protection Incident to a
prior assessment. This safeguard Is given
in the case of other taxes nnd licenses,
for they must bo assessed by the com¬
missioner before collodion by the treas¬
urer. Whv, therefore, this fllscrimlnatlrn
and the Impairment of uniformity In our
tex laws, already suffering from s. lack
of method nnd system?
Again. It -will he recalled that in the

past hlstorv of Virginia bosms poll tax
receipts ploved a discreditable, part In the
politics of the state.
Therefore. In confederation of good bus¬

iness methods nnd clean politics the Ben-
ate amendment should he given full ef¬
fect, and to this end the title of the h
should he amended an well as the bill
Itself.
Profoundly convinced that the meas¬

ure In Its present form will admit of an
Improper sdm.nlstratlon of our fiscal af¬
fairs and will prove disastrous to the In¬
terests of the pejjle, I am constrained to
withhold my approval of the bill.

AN APPEAL FROM BALTIMORE

Patent Case of Unusual In¬
terest is to he Consid¬

ered To-day.

The United. States Circuit Court of
Appeals, Circuit Judges Nathap Goff and
Charle* H. Blmonton and District Judge
Henry C. McDowell Bitting, was engaged
all day yesterday with hearing of argu¬
ment in the cause of the Imperial Bottle
Cap and Machine Company against the
Crown Cork and Seal Company, of Bal¬
timore, appellees, on appeal from the
Circuit Court of the United States at
Baltimore. The case Is an appeal from
the decree of the Baltimore Circuit Court
of the United States, awarding an injunc.
f.on and account against the appellants
for Infringement of patent of the Crown
Cork and Seal Company, the letters pat¬
ent for the device involved having been
awarded to 'William Painter, under whom
appellees hold, February'2. IS92.

BOTTLES AND CORKS.
The court room present* an unusual

appearance during the hearing of argu¬
ment In this case, the tables in front of
the bench being covered.with an exhibit
of bottles, corks, stoppers and devices
cf ail kinds used by the two firms which
aro parties to the suit. 8ome of these
bottles are empty, but others contain
liquids, which appear to be beer. There
is a great variety of bottles and corks
with patent tips. The case Is one of
great moment to bottlers generally, th*
patents Involved being worth millions to
the owners.

" In view of the importance
and magnitude of the ca*e the court has
extended the time for argument, and the
hearing of the cause will be resumed and
continued to-day.
The attorneys engaged in the case are

among the most famous patent lawyers
in the country, and ine case la a urilllant
legal battle from beginning to end. Hec¬
tor T. Fenton, of Philadelphia, leading
counsel for the appellant, and Robert H-
Parkinson, of, Chicago, leading counsel for
the appellee, stand at the head of the
list as patent'attorneys. John E. Semmes.
of Baltimore, also appeare as counsel
for the appellant; and John C. Rose, of
Baltimore, as counsel for the appellee.
The case will probably be concluded to¬

day and submitted. The record In the
case covers nearly seven hundred large
printed pages.

ARTIFICIAL LIMBS.
Another patent case will come up. to¬

day or to-morrow on appeal, and this
one is of peculiar Interest here, because
the parties are local. Tne case In ques¬
tion Is one Involving the right to a patent
foi the manufacture of artificial limbs,
and is that of A. L. Peters, plaintiff In
error, vs. James E. Hanger, defendent
In error, from the Circuit Court for the
Eastern District of Virginia at Richmond.
The uefendant In the case Is himself a

V irginlan, and claims to havo invented a

joint for an artificial limb, and wwc, he
alleges, the Richmond firm of A. L. Pe¬
ters is Infringing. The lower court de¬
cided in favor of Hanger on two points
involved, and from this decision the de¬
fendant in the original suit appealed-
Peter* Is represented, by Charles E.
Riordan, of Washington, and Harry M.
Smith, of this city, while Hanger Is rep¬
resented by Ernest. Wilkinson, ot Wash¬
ington-
The Circuit Court of Appeals having re¬

fused a rehearing In the case of the
Ohio River Railroad Company, plaintiff
In error, vs. Nora Shannon, administra¬
trix, defendant In error, the plaintiff In
error has requested the clerk to make
up a transcript of the record as a basis
of application to the Supreme Court for
a writ of certiorari.
